The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers

Avery homesteader who faile to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law ‘s liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and ths land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

pertaes for patent should be 
ma at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-egent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the setiler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commiasioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do ao. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grants will receive at the immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Offics, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, aivice and ac- 
sistanes in securing land to suit them.
